Christ surrounded by His disci- 
ples, I discovered why the gospel 
writers, as the Holy Spirit moved 
them, made most of the figures 
so shadowy. The Lord does not 
want us to be occupied with the 
disciples; He wants our. gaze to 
be upon Jesus. Did you ever no- 
tice how a great artist arranges 
his canvas? You look at the dis- 
ciples but you do not see them. 
Your gaze goes immediately and 
instinctively to the Christ. Our 
gaze is. so fixed. upon Him that 
He takes the center of attention. 
That is what a disciple should be: 
one who is so occupied with Jesus 
Christ that there is no concern 
with the man but an infinite long- 
ing for his Saviour. These disci- 
ples move like shadowy figures 
through the backround of the 
story, that the Lord Jesus ves 
stand out. ; 

But he was an unusual and in- 
tresting man, this man Andrew. 
He was the brother of Simon Pet- 
er. And anybody who was Simon 
Peter’s brother, just by reason of 
contrast, is bound to be more or 
less of a commonplace and lay 
figure. Peter, this red-headed 
disciple of the sharp elbows and 
loose tongue, pushing ahead of 
everybody else, always sticking 
his neck out and rushing in where 
angels feared to tread! And ex- 
cept for the spectacular winning 
ef Peter we pay no attention to 
Andrew. 


Who is the fourth figure? His 
name is not listed in the cast of 
characters, but I am sure he was 
there. He was young John, the 
beloved disciple, the one whom 
the Holy Spirit used to give us 
the book. I will tell you how I 
know that: he calls himself so in- 
frequently by his own name. 
refers to “the disciple whom Je- 
sus loved,” or “another disciple,” 
or the one who “leaned on his 
breast at supper.” I am sure he 
must have -bgen the one who 
wrote the story down, because the 
account has that first-hand qual- 
ty which indicates the presence of

* For some reason these two dis- 
ciples of John the Baptist have 
not seen the heavens opened and 
the dove come down, have not 
heard the Voice say, ‘‘Thig is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased.” I do not know where 
they were. Perhaps they were 
upon some tasks for their master, 
John. Maybe .they were preach- 
ing the gospel themselves _ else- 
where. I do not know where 
they were, but this day as the 
Lord moves along the side of the 
river, John wants them to see 
Jesus. He points Jesus to them, 
and they see Him. 


Say, brethren, I wonder if we 
see Him: It is so easy—even amid 
the business of Christian work— 
to lose sight of Him. Oh, how 
often I talk to Sunday School 
teachers, official church members, 
and sometimes to preachers who 
‘Niave lost the vision of Jesus! 
They have become so occupied 
with the task that they have be- 
come nearsighted. Their eyes 
have been glued upon their own 
little job that they have lost the 
vision of the Christ for whom 
the job should be done. It is so 
easy to lose sight.of Him! It is 
easy in the midst of a revival 
campaign to feel our own hearts 
erowing cold. It is so easy to 
lose our own vision of our Lord 
in the midst of the difficulties of 
the day. They saw Jesus. Say, 
T wonder if we keep our gaze on 
Him ? 

You know the surest cure 
for deceit in the Lord’s work is 
to keep your eyes upon Jesus 
Christ. Because when you see 
Him in all of His perfection you 
see yourself in all your weakness 
and imperfection. No man can be 
occupied with Jesus Christ and 
find anything to boast of in his 
own flesh. Surely he cries with 
the apostle, “For I know that in 
me (that is, in my flesh,) dwelleth 
no good thing” (Rom. 7:18). No 
man can look upon Jesus with a 
devoted heart and find anything of 
which to pride himself in in his 
own work. Oh, it is so easy to 
lose sight of Him! Seeing Him, 
we see our own temptations and 
our own weaknesses, our . own 
failures and our own shortcom- 
ings. His light as it gleams from 
the face that suffered the, anguish 
of torment on Calvary, burns with 
So pure a radiance that in com- 
parison all of our best»efforts but 
fadewaway. They saw Jesus! 

It is wonderful to see Him, for 
seeing Him you find an inspira- 
tion for your service and a con- 
tinuing joy in the light of His 
smile. It seems to me that the 
first requirement for evangelism 
is ‘an abiding vision of Jesus 
Christ. When you see Him you 
see the only answer to the prob- 
lem of sin. And, after all, I 
think evangelistic effort must ,be 
almost always directed to the busi- 
ness. of making people see Jesus. 
I know there are some things we 
have to do in evangelistic work. 
There are some sins we have to 
‘preach against. But even as we 
preach against sin and denounce 
evil and speak out against spiritual 
corruption, there must be more 
than simply a desire to denounce 
evil. There must be the more 
positive effort to point men to 
Christ who is the cure for the 
evils. And it seems to me that 
if the evangelist himself does not 
keep that vision, there can be no 
power in his preaching. It is not 
enough simply to denounce sin. 
It is not enough to seek to re- 
form men. That is what liberalism 
can do. Evangelism goes beyond 
reformation. Evangelism aims at 
the regeneration of men as they 
are brought under. the blood of 
Jesus Christ as they come by 
faith in Him. That is where our 
task is superior to all the other 
tasks. That is why soul winning 
is so much more important than 
reformation and education and 
everything else. That is why it 
is the chiefs duty of the church 
in these days. Only as men are 
pointed to Jesus Christ is there 
any hope for more than a mere 
outward reformation. 

This is one of the signs that is 
given to us of having known Jesus 


Christ. ‘Let him that stole steal 
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A few days ago two. young 
ministerial students of Bob 
Jones University visited a little 
county-seat town about a hun- 
dred “miles from § Greenville, 
South Carolina. They called on 
the pastor of the First Church 
of a certain denomination and 
told him they were interested 
in having some kind of evan- 
gelistic service in the commun- 
ity and winning people to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. The pastor 
was coldly courteous. He told 
them in so many words that 
that sort of thing did not go 
in that community. He admit- 
ted that there Were eleven 
churches in the town and sur- 
rounding community that had 
no pastors. But he said, “Our 
people do not respond to evan- 
gelism, and you young preach- 
ers from Bob Jones University 
j. are always talking about win- 
' ning people to Christ, and you 
seem to be more interested in 
that than in going along with 
the ecclesiastical machinery.” 
The young men told him that 
they were members of the same 
denomination in which he held 
membership and that’ they 
were .loyal to the church but 


business in life was to try, to 
get somebody saved. So they 
told the preacher good-bye and 
went on up to the Court House 
square. There they saw the 
sheriff and asked if he would 
give them permission to con- 
duct a little open-air service out 
on the Court House square. 
They said, “You know, Sheriff, 
it is Saturday and there are a 
lot of people here in town and 
we would just sing to them and 
conduct a little Gospel service.” 
The sheriff said, “That is all 
right. Go ahead.” So _ they 
went ahead. About 250 people, 
most of them from the sur- 
rounding country, listened to 
the singing and gave special at- 
tention to a little practical Gos- 
pel message. When the young 
ministér closed the evangelistic 
message, he said, “If ‘any of you 
people are not saved, we will

be glad to have you come up 
here and we will have prayer 


with you try to help you 
find the Lord.’ There were 
several converted. One of the 


converts was a man getting 
along in years. After his con- 
version, he said, “I have not 
been inside the door of any 
church in more than forty 
years. Now I am going to join 
the church.” It is our under- 
standing that he went and 
joined the First Church that 
had a pastor that said, “The 
people of the community do not 
respond to the evangelistic ap- 
peal.”’ 


My friends, Bob Jones Uni- 
versity is training, not only 
ministers of the Gospel but 
other young people who.will go 
out into the world, cultured and 
well trained academically, but 
they will also have a love for 
souls. Is that the kind of edu- 
cational program you _ stand 
for?

I do not know what He gave 
them to eat. He never sent any 
man away hungry. Maybe He 
gave them goat’s milk cheese, or 
the fruit of the vine, or barley 
bread—I do not know. Maybe it 
was just the wild fruit of the 
desert. They did not know what 
they ate anyway. They were so 
oceupied with the Lord Jesus that 
they just ate without tasting it. 

We tell our young people down 


at Bob Jones University that if. 


they can tell us tomorrow what 
they had for breakfast -yesterday 


‘they are no good. The man who 


is so occupied with what he eats 
and what he wears, too much con- 
cerned with much of his own com- 
forts, never gets anywhere evén 
from a human standpoint. So 


‘the man who abides with the 


Lord Jesus has to know some- 
times the hardships that He~en- 
dured. and there must be a will- 
ingness to go with Him into the 
hard places. Yes, they abode 
with him that day. 


They Became Like Jesus in 
Soul-Winning Passion 
Now, note the next step: they 
became like Him. You do not see 
that, maybe, in this passage of 
Scripture. I will tell you where 
it is. It Says very plainly that 
they saw Him, they followed Him, 
they abode with Him. This is 


where it says they became like 


Him: ~ “He first findeth his own 
brother Simon,~and saith unto 
him, We have found the Messias. 
. And he brought him fo Jesus.” 
“That. is the task and in that 
task men who have seen and fol- 
lowed and been abiding in Jesus 
become like Him. If there is one 
characteristic which is outstand- 


ing amid all the gleaming bril-- 


liance of His character, it is His 
love for sinners. That is the 
thing that sent Him to earth. He 
loved us and gave Himself for us. 
He endured the cross, despising 
the shame because He loved. He 
's God’s word of love to men. 


Somebody showed me something 
that I had never noticed before. 
When He is called “The Word” in 
John, it is with a deeper meaning 
than is usually connected with 
that word; it is the idea of God, 
the idea back of “The Word,” the 
thought of love, the impulse of 


love in the mind of God. He is 
God’s love manifest in visible 
form among men. That is the 


reason He came down to earth: 
He loved us. And no man can 
abide with Jesus Christ without 
catching something of His ne cl 
for the lost. 


I traveleg on a train some time 
ago with a lady. We got into 
conversation. I should say that 
she got into conversation. I lis- 
tened. She talked for half an 
hour about clothes. Then she 
talked for half an hour about 
her operation. I kept trying to 
get a word in but I have been 
married long enough to know that 
you have to wait until they get 
through before you can say any- 
thing anyway! I used to come in 
and tell my wife why I did not 
mail her letter, or something— 
not trying to give an excuse but 
trying to give a reason! She would 
say, “Did you mail my letter?” 

I would say, “No, honey, but. Big 

But she never listened. I would 
try to explain why it had been im- 
possible to do it that day. - But 
I learned that you just have to 
wait until they give out of breath. 
They will after a while! And then 
before they get their second wind 
(and they can get it in a hurry!) 
you put the reason in. It dees 
not do any good to try to inter- 
rupt them until they get through. 

In an hour this woman was out 
of breath. I thought, “Now, I’M 
say something about the Lord.”

“There 
were in the last year,” he said, 
“ten thousand criminal homicides 
as compared with one hundred in 
England.” The condition of law- 


lessness in the United States he 
declared to be unparalleled in the 
history of civilization. 

“The great outstanding menace 
in America is crime,’’ states an- 
other authority. “Last year there 
were 10,000 murders and more 
than 300,000 robberies and hold- 
ups. There are 160 murders in 
New York City to 10 in London, 
Seven of 10 murderers in London 
are hanged. One of 160 in New 
York goes to the chair. There 
are at the present time 135,000 
murderers at liberty in the United 
States.” 


Social Disease 

“Every fourth person,” says the 
Chicago Health Institution, “has 
@ social disease. Social diseases. 
kill 300,000 annually in the anne 
States.” 
_ Suicides Show Despair 
Great Britain, it is stated, 
wrestles with a suicide epidemic. 
Brigadier Harry Gordon, head of 
the suicide bureau of the Salva- 
tion Army, estimates that 5,000 
persons a year contemplate self- 
destruction in Britain. “Eight 
persons call or write to me every 


week,” he says, “and announce: 


> 


ae intention to commit suicide.” 


In the Uniteg States there were 
23,000 suicides in one year, and in 
Germany 18,000. 


All America was shocked by the 
recent cases of suicide among 
University students. One said he 
had suckéd all the juice out of the 
orange. Another, that he had had | 
all the thrills there are in life, and. 
he was now going to get the thrill 
of death. Still another wanted 
te find out what there was on 
the other side. At the door of the 
rationalistic, evolutionary teaching 
of the day must be laid the 
blame. No young man commits 
suicide whose life is anchored in 
God; but rebbed of a future hope, 
life is barren and worthless. 

“Whosoever drinketh of this 
water, shal] thirst again.” Oh, 
how true! What has the world 
to offer? Nothing! Absolutely 
nothing. Life apart from Christ is 
empty indeed. 


Drink, Women as Well as Men

who leads a fast life is lauded 
and praised. He may live with a 
score of different womerf, but 


instead of being frowned upon and 
shunned as a moral leper, he is 
sought with open arms and almost 
worshipped. The more divorces, 
the more fame; and the more 
fame, the more honour. A woman 
may have divorced five husbands, 
but she still mingles in society, 
adulteress though she is, for 
adultery — I speak seriously — 
adultery is no longer considered 
a sin in the social world, so long 
as it has been made legal by 
divorce. It is the normal, modern 
life of countless thousands. 

“Free love” is every now and 
again advocated, and God’s ancient 
commandment, “Thou shalt not 
commit aduitery,” is no longer 
taken seriously. Nudism is al- 
ready countenanced, even  of- 
ficially, and thousands of young 


people, even ‘teen-age boys, are 
openly and publicly corrupted; 
while the interchange of wives is 
common practice in many quar- 
ters. 


Even “companionate marriage” 
has its advocates today, marriages 
without children, to satisfy youth 
until sufficient money has been 
accumulated to choose a life part- 
ner and establish a permanent 
home. God have mercy on us if 
such a vile practice should ever 
become law! 


“The young people of today 
haven’t anything but sex. The 
girls of their grandmother’s 
generation could have gone sex- 
mad, too, but they had religion to 
keep them sane. The women who 
have had to mother the race have 
always had to hold fast to religion, 
If the women of this generation 
let go their hold on God ang the 
spiritual realities of religion, they 
will breed a race of moral de- 
generates, Until the advanced 
thinkers whg sneer at religion oan 
produce a laboratory baby, they 
had better not loosen the world’s 
grip on God.” Such is the tre- 
mendous warning that has been 
sounded by Harold Bell Wright, 
the famous novelist.

How 
much farther we can go I do not 
know. It seems to me we have

And I mentioned the Lorg Jesus. 
She looked in amazement at me 
it was a long’ look, I as- 
sure you.

The point I am making is this: 
we talk about that with which

And the man who abides with the 
Lord Jesus will instinctively talk 
of Him; and his life, to Some ex- 
tent, will be .transformed into 
the likeness of the Son of God in 
his passion for lost souls. Oh, 
there will. be some other charac- 
teristics, too. There will be some 
of the sweetness of the Lord 
Jesus in a man’s life who abides 
in Him. Somebody has _ said 
(maybe it is too trite to repeat) 
that God’s grace ‘is supposed to 
preserve men and not pickle them. 
There are so many people who 
are sort of long-faced and they 
look upon a long-faced attitude 
as a mark of power. I never did 
believe that God’s grace does that 
to a man. I believe that when a 
man knows the Lord Jesus, His 
life becomes sweeter and brighter 
because of the presence of Christ. 
I believe in long-faced Christians 
but I believe they ought to be

long-faceq east and west—not 
north and south! 

By and by in the days to come 
men tgok notice of these two, 
that they had been with Jesus.

And the wonderful thing about 
it is that you never have to end 
that fellowship. The Lord Jesus 
does not break fellowship with 
us.

Paul admonished the church in 
Corinth to come together and of- 
ficially withdraw fellowship from 
a certain man living in sin, “to 
deliver such an ore unto Satan 
for the destruction of the flesh, 
that the spirit may be saved in 
the day of the Lord Jesus.” They 
‘were to do this “in the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, when ye 
are gathered together...” (I 
Gor.* 5:4, 5. Saul. (later _ called 
Paul the apostle), was converted, 
and returned to Jerusalem where 
‘he assayed to join himself to 
the disciples: but they were all 
afraid of him, and believeg not 
that he was a disciple” (Acts. 
9:26). But good Barnabas took 
Saul’s part, convinced the apos- 
.tles that Saul had been converted, 
and thereafter he was received 
among the people as a Christian. 
We would say that Paul “joined 
l the church,” that is, that he join-

2. The Benefits of Church 
* Membership 

There are many, many reasons 
why every new convert should join 
in with other Christians in a lo- 
cal church and there serve God. 

First, a Christian needs Chris- 
tian fellowship and Christian com- 
pany. Nobody in the world can 
live a good Christian life without 
Keeping good company. Bad 
company ruined Samson, the 
Spirit-filled judge of.

Someone says, “I can live as 
well outside the church as in the 
church.” No you cannot! How 
could anyone live as well running 
with the Devil’s crowq as he 
could running with the Lord’s 
crowd? How could anyone live 
as well with the bad influence of 
the Christ-rejectors and the God- 
haters as he could live with the 
prayers and counsel and encour- 
agement of Christians? It is better 
for a Christian to work with oth- 
er Christians in a job. He is more 
likely to find a good job with 
Christians in the church than out 
of it. It is right for a Christian 
to marry only a Christian. He 
is more likely to marry a Chris- 


eating 


tian if he attends the church with 


other Christians. 

Second, one needs the public 
services of the church. He needs 
to sing, and people sing better in 
groups. He needs to hear Chris- 
tian testimony... He needs to 
join others in earnest prayer and 
have others. pray with him and 
for him. 


Third, the _ Christian needs a 


pastor. One needs to hear preach- 
ing, but one needs also to be un- 
der the spiritual supervision of 
some pastor who holds himself 
accountable to God for his soul. 
One needs to have a pastor as a 
spiritual father, or as a spiritual 
overseer. An fact, the word pas- 
tor means overseer or superinten- 
dent, and Christians need their 
Christian lives superintended by 
godly, Spirit-filled men, God 
knew what He was doing when 
He gave orders for local New 
Testament congregations, called 
churches, and planned for them to 
have pastors ang teachers and to 
meet in public assembly. 

Fourth, a Christian ought- to 
have some place where he can go 
regularly to be taught the Word 
of God. Whether it is in Sunday 
School or_in. the preaching serv- 
ice, the church owes a duty to its 
members and every member ought 
to take advantage of the privilege 
that is afforded to learn the Word 
of God. 


Fifth, every Christian ought to 
have some place where it would 
be convenient to do much of his 
Christian giving...

Christians ought to 
do the work of Christians, and 


most of these things they do bet- 
ter in churches than they can do 
outside of churches. 


I have found that many love 
the Lord who do not join churches. 
But they are irresponsible Chris- 
tians. They do not have anybody 
in authority over them whose 
word they eminently respect and 
follow. They do not hold them- 
selves to some: strict schedule of 
serving God, or of worship, or of 
giving. They feel no responsibil- 
ity for getting the gospel out to 
others about them. It is impor- 
tant that every Christian should 
get in with other Christians, have 
fellowship with other Christians, 
feel a responsibility to a local 
church and be ministered to by a 
local church. 


Therefore, I urge every convert, 
for your own happiness and for the 
good of the cause of Christ, to

1. Manuscript on the Power of Pentecost Finished at Last 


Seventeen years ago, in 1932, I spent months of time 
preparing a book-length manuscript on the fullness of the

Then I laid the manuscript aside to wait on 
Again and again I wrote on this subject, 
d the Scriptures, read everything I could find from 
I spoke on the fullness of the 


Spirit in Bible conferences, in revivals;'at conferences on re- 


vival. 


I wrote articles for THE SWORD OF THE LORD. : I 


had a deep impression from God that:someday I must pub- 
lish a book on the baptism of the Hely Spirit or the fullness 


of the Spirit. 

More than two years ago. I 
began again to outline an exhaus- 
tive book on the fullness of the 
Spirit. For more than a year 
I have been writing, correcting, 
rewriting on this subject. Many 
of the chapters have appeared as 
articles in THE SWORD OF THE 
LORD. On Wednesday night, 
March 2, at 10:05 p. m. I had 
finished dictating the last chapter 
and the Introduction to this book 
en the power of Pentecost, and 
the next morning I correcteq and 
edited the last copy. Now I must 


' approve the Table of Contents, a 


full index of ‘all the Scriptures 
used and another index of illus- 
trations, persons named, _ etc. 
Proof readers are rapidly pubpar- 
ing the manuscript for the print- 
er. It will be printed as soon as 
possible, and should be ready for 
the public, I hope, by the last of 
May. 

I was moved to tears of grati- 
tude to God and of burden for the 
book’s usefulness when the last 
words were dictated. Oh, may 
God use this book to stir the 
hearts of multitudes to seek and 
find the mighty power of the Holy 
Spirit! 

I think this book will be the 
largest and most exhaustive study 
on the soul-winning power of the 
Holy Spirit we have ever seen. 
KH should be over five hundred 
pages. Dr. R. A. Torrey’s book, 
The Holy Spirit—Who He Is and 
What He Does, is probably the 
very best book now in print on 
this subject. My book will be 
about three times as large. I have 
spent several times as much work 
and prayer and study on this book 
as on any other book I have writ- 
ten. May the Lord be pleased to 
bless it mightily! 


2. A Heavy Burden to Be 
Borne 


Most people do not know the 
heavy labor and infinite pains 
necessary in a book, particularly 
a large book such as The Power of 
Pentecost, or The Fullness of the 
Holy Spirit. The manuscript has 
already been read about four or. 
five times thoroughly. It will 
be read at least three times after 
set in type, for typographical 
errors in galley proofs and in page 
proofs. 

We must decide the weight and 
kind of paper, the trim size of 
the page, the size type, the length 
ef line. The kind of cloth for 
the binding must be selected and 
plates made‘for stamping or print- 
ing it. Design or picture must be 
planned for the jacket, drawings 
made by an artist, plates made. 
Then when the book is printed the 
copyright arrangements must be 
completed with the government, 
review copies sent to Christian 
magazines and the important 
business of advertising the book, 
contacting book stores ang agents 
carried through. 

The printing expense itself is 
enormous. It will probably take 
more than $7,000 cash the first 
printing. Possibly some Christian 
friend ought to lend us this 
amount at four per cent interest 
on a long-term loan, to make the 
book available to the thousands 
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of Christian workers who need it. 
Some Christian may feel he wants 
to give toward the great business 
of spreading this teaching that 
will, we hope by God’s mercy, 
revolutionize the life of 
making powerful soul winners out 
of ordinary, fruitless Christians.
